HERE s no sapace to describe in detail
the ramified Intvigues initiated from
Mandrake P'ark. 1 can only tell the re-

sult in Marathon.
In the first place, the Marathon phar.
macy, declaring that it was weary of serv-

ing sundaes and shoricake to a bourgeois
public, ran up the black fag. barricaded
itself behind a bulwark of salted-peanut
bags and refused 1o Hll prescriptions. The
resulting shortage of sweets nand sodas
voused a very menacing mood among the
flappers and bolshevixens at the girvls'
hoarding school on the hill. The puplls im-
medigtely organiged themselves into a
Battallon of Death, holsted a silk stocking
as thelr emblem and barbegued their Latip
Leacher,

The postoffice declded that under thess
new conditions It would “e unsafe to de-
diver npy mall until it had Leen censored
and spent & hilarious twenty-four hours in
reading the letiers of the entire com-
munity, The village man-of-all-work, who
had been engaged in mowing the lawnas
and ralsing vegelables for sale, was per-
suaded that to furnish the supplies of life
wau undemocratio, and declaring himself
the panproletary sovist of the sah-hills he
ripped out &ll his bests and artichokes and
planted skunk cabbages instead. These

Fscape was Impossilile, the eitizens of
Mandranke Park having sunk an obsolote
Jiiney nerosa the high road, and the rall-
way was not running, The Pancommuting
Commissioners  of Tallroads, unable to

wotrol the disorder they hnd aroused. had

retired 1o A tall trestop, whence (hey kepst
up an irregular sniping with monkesy-
wrenches and ball-bearings. The village

Inundress refused to wash any clothes up-
less whe wae elovated to the nobility under
the title of Duchoess of Suds,

ANDRAKE PARK was now ready to
complete lts infamous desipns. An ex-
peditionary  force. heavily armed with
safely razors, knitting falchons and in-
famous proposals, proceeded along the
rallway track calling loudly “Kamerad!"
Whila_this force engaged the attention of
the distracted Marathonians, a large bhody
of Mandrake Parkers rushed upon them
from the fenk, armed with frontisr rect|-
flers. While the Marathonians, under the
lsadership of their panproletary soviet of
the ash-hill were chanting In a lugubrious
volce, “No annexntions, no Indemnities'"
the forces of Mandrake Park had selzed
the lce cream pits and the shortcake quar.
ries and the conquest was complete.
